JOHN T. RAYMOND’S DEATH. 


His Demise Due to an Affection of the 
Heart of Long Standing. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 10.—[Special.]—The 
death of John T. Raymond occurred at 1:15 
o'clock this morning. Mr. Raymond arrived 
here at 1:30 ‘o’clock p. m. Friday from Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., where he had been taken seriously ill. 
He was taken to the St. George Hotel and medi- 
cal attendance was summoned, and everything 
possible was done to relieve him. Dr. W. C. 
Conden, who was called to attend him shortly 


after he was taken to the hotel Friday, saga: 


“I found Mr. Raymond suffering intensely, and 
the trouble seemed to be from: the heart. I 
gave him some medicine which caused him 
to rally, and within two hofirs Mr. Raymond 
said that he felt ‘much better. I then had 
some hopes that he would recover, as members 
of his company stated that he was subject to 
such spells; that he would get very low at times 
and then recover rapidly. When I called to see 
him yesterday morning, however, I gave up all 
hopes for his recovery. I called Dr. L. S. Herr 
in consultation. We gave him some medicine 
which quieted him, and from early in the_after- 
noon until he died he rested easily.“ 

Dr. Herr states: I was called to see Mr. Ray- 
mond yesterday morning, and when I arrived I 
did not think he would live anhour. Indeed, Mr. 
Raymond remarked to me shortly after I entered 
the room: ‘I may as well make up my mind to 
quit.“ Mr. Raymond was suffering from pains 
about his heart, and was yomiting blood, which 
came from his lungs. He had 
no pulse, and had cold perspiration. I 


gave him some medicine to make him sleep 


which appeared to relieve him. He would arouse 


| himself at intervals and take a little beef tea, 


which was the only nourishment he had taken 
for four or five days except a little milk. He re- 


mained quiet from 2 o0’clock in the afternoon un- 
til the time he died, when he passed off so quietly 
that those who were by his bedside hardly knew 


when he died, His disease was pericarditis, with 
fibrinous effusion, with congestion of the lungs.”

Mayor Roche Will See that It Is Properly 


Reorganized. 


When Mr. Roche takes his seat in the Mayor’s 
chair it is believed that among the first things to 
claim his attention will be that part of the police 
force known as the Central Station or Detective 
Department. Everybody who knows anything 
about this department knows that it is practi- 
cally valueless as a detective force. Atan ex- 
pense of over $50,000 per annum there is main- 
tained aforce 6f about thirty men, who in the 
course of a year cannot show thirty legitimate 
worked.

Legitimate detective business is foreign to the 
force. There are men on it who have not enough 
sense to comprehend an ordinary question, and 
it is notorious that ro merchant ever makes more 
than one trip to the Central Station detectives 
when he has a case wy detective work. It 
is the incompetency of the city force which has 
doubled or trebled the business of the private de- 
tective 2 The business-men have no 
faith in this branch of the city’s service, and 
under its present management the detective force 
cannot amount to anything. A numberof fair 
patrolmen have been spgiled to make very poor 
detectives, 

Not only is the present force distrusted by the 
business-men, but it is laughed at by the mem- 
vers of the uniformed police. Patrolmen who in 
the course of their lar duties tall in with a 
good case and work it up are frequently robbed 
of all credit by a Cent Station man, who will 
claim the prisoner for some reason or other, and 
then, having gotten hold of him, will put on the 
finishing touches and take all the e t himself. 
There have been complaints of brutality on the 
part of the members of this branch of the serv- 
ice, and while they have always been vigorously 


denied by the commanding officers there isa 


well-founded suspicion that the charges in many 
of the cases were based on facts. But aside from 
the charges of thie character. which may or may 


not be true; aside from the strong suspicion that 
some of the men have accepted money from dis- 
reputable sources, there is the undeniable fact 


that the force is inefficient to a disgraceful de- 


, and that the pruning-knife laid very deep at

A LIVELY NAVAL BREEZE. 


THE SUMMARY REMOVAL oF CAPT. 


SELFRIDGE RAISED IT. 


The Circumstances of the Case Not Fully 


Known—Rear-Admiral Chandler’s Ac- 
tion Considerably Criticised—The Dyna- 
mite Gun Galning in Favor—Lieut. Za- 
linsky to Explain Its Merits—The Kear- 


sarge to Be Repaired—British in Hytian 
Waters Exciting the Department. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—[Special.]— 
There is a considerable breeze among naval peo- 
ple over the summary manner in which Capt. 
Thomas O. Selfridge was removed from the com- 
mand of the United States ship Omaha by Rear- 
Admiral Chandler in Japanese waters. Capt. 
Selfridge is an officer of great experience and un- 
questioned ability. Itis considered a very seri- 
ous matter when an Admiral summarily deprives 
such an officer as Selfridge of his sword and com- 


mand. There is great curiosity to know the exact 


grounds of the Admiral's action. All now known 
atthe department is that March 4, while the 
Omaha's crew were being put through a course 
of artillery practice, a shell from one of the guns 
exploded, and killed four Japanese and crippled 
seven others who had drawn near the projectile 
to inspect it. The explosion was evidently de- 
layed by a defective fuse, and the natives doubt- 


Jess considered it harmless. It is thought that 


Capt. Selfridge’s suspension will bring up the 
question of the right or propriety of our naval 
vessels firing upon foreign soil in artillery prac- 
tice, The accident by which the innocent Japs 
lost their lives doubtless stimulated the Admiral 
to decisive action. His order to the Captain was 
very much to the point, not to say curt. It sim- 
ply directed him to hand over his command 
to the senior officer on board and report to the 
Secretary of the Navy at Washington. Selfridge 
is now in San Francisco on his way here. A re- 


port from Admiral Chandler is looked for at the

President Joseph Smith Voices His Senti- 
ment Against Plural Marriages. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 10.— There was a large 
attendance of outsiders at the conference of Lat- 
ter-Day Saints in Kirtland today, the attraction 
being the sermon by President Joseph Smith 
against the Mormon doctrine of polygamy.

ATTITUDE OF THE ILLINOIS SOLONS 
ON RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 


Several Anti-Corporation Bills Likely to 
Receive Attention—Saturday’s Proceed- 
ings—Routine: Work in Wisconsin 
Lively Wrangle on the Floor of the 
House, at Lansing, Over Appropria- 
tions—Prohibitionists Claim Fraud 
Democrats Solid in Rhode Island. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, April 10.—[{Special. }—So f 
the railroad corporations of this State have h 
no cause to complain of their treatment at the 
hands of the Legislature. Any measure that 
even appeared to be against their interests had 
about as much chance for prolonged existence as 
a snowball in August. At present, however, the 
me rs have begun to take on an ugly tone, and 
anti-railroad legislation of almost any character 
can de safely predicted. The story has come 
from the best possible sources that the man- 
agers of the roads only insinuated that the State 
passes issued when the general ones were taken 
up on account of the Inter-State Commerce law 
would pe allowed to stand for the 
balance of the year. They made no 
direct promises of that character, and 
now itis known to a few of the members famil- 
iar with railroad matters that just as soon as the 
Thirty-fifth General Assembly adjourns sine die 
each one ot its members will receive a curt note 
from each one of the roads over which he has 
been riding free that his pass will expire with 
the month whose date heads the note. The in- 
formation has proved too much for members, 
whose passes over all the mes were cut to the 
State limits two weeks ago, and who have com- 
forted themselves with the idea that tney could 
travel free up to Chic or down to East St. 
Louis and Cairo for at least seven months more. 
Every other member before this session had for 
a whole year enjoyed the sweet privilege of rid- 
ing for nothing to any point an Illinois - rail- 
road line could possibly reach, and it 
makes trouble when the statesmen of 1887 
pause to think that they have only had a little 
over four months of the privilege.

PACIFIC RAILROAD INVESTIGATION. 


The Work to Begin Soon—A Talk with 
Commissioner Anderson. 

New YorK, April 10.— [Special. I- E. Ellery 
Anderson, the New York representative on the 
commission appointed to investigate the affairs 
of the Pacific railroads, expects that the work 
will be begun within a very few days. “I have 
seen Mr. Pattison,“ he said today, and he will 
accept the Commissionership offered him. The 
board will probably organize during the latter 
part of the week in Washington. As I under- 
stand the law, we have before us a complete ex- 
amination of the financial relations of the 
Unitea States with all railroads aided with bonas 
by the country. We will have to go over the 
whole financial history of these roads. past and 
present. It will be a great task, but we expect 
to have it finished by December, as the law on 
the subject provides. One of the powerful ques- 
tions, if not the main one, to be passed upon will 
be the distribution of earnings between the main 
lines and the branches. While the trunks of the 
system have been aided by bonds, many of the 
branches have not been so assisted, although they 
have passed into the control of the main roads. 
The commission will have to decide in all their 
cases, and this part of the work will occupy 
a great deal of time. The roads whose 
officers will come before the board 
the Central Pacific and 
the Union Pacific and fifteen smaller lines, 
many of which have been amaigamated or merged 
into other systems. I do not understand that the 
law—as far as I have been able to go over it—in- 
cludes the Northern Pacific in its scope. That 
was a land-grant and not a bond-assisted rail- 
road, and the law refers specially and distinctly 
to bonds. To be sure, the Northern Pacific grant 
amounted to the presentation ef a prin- 
cipality to the company, but I don't k 
we are to investigate it. The bill is 
mop and minute, and defines the extent 
of the investigation clearly. The whole subject 
of the absorption of the Kansas Pacific into the 
Union Pacific will have to be investigated. 
Somebody made $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 on that, 
for the stock went up from almost nothing to a 
high figure after the deal, and there has always 
been a great desire on the partof the public to 
know how it happened. 

“It is probable that the board, after organiz- 
ing and beginning its work in Washington, 
will sit at different times in this city, Boston, 
Omaha, and San Francisco. A vast amount 
of returns and statistics must be examined and 
many witnesses summoned. All questions of im-

A BUILDING TRADE COUNCIL. 


It Proposes to Take Things Into Ita Own 
Hands. 

The third preliminary meeting looking towards 
the formation of a consolidated building trade 
council was held yesterday afternoon at Greene- 
baum’s Hall. There were present representa- 


tives from the Stonecutters’, Carpenters’, Paint- 


ers’, Plasterers’, Derrickmen's, Hodcarriers’, 
Steamfitters’, Lathers’, Gasfitters’, Galvanized 
Iron and Cornice Mens’, Stairbuiiders’, and Sla- 
ters’ Unions. A constitution was adopted, but 
next Sunday afternoon the delegates will come 
with credentiuls and the per capita tax for each 
trade of $ fixed and a permanent organization 
effected. An attempt will be made to bring in the 
Bricklayers’ and Plumbers’ Unions as well as 
other minorones. The council will represent 
from 20,000 to 30,000 men and a gen- 
eral strike will be ordered in every 
instance where a strike in a single shop cannot 
be won without doing so. It is highly probabie 
that the new council will take a hand in the car- 
nters’ strike in case it is not soon ended. 
embers of the council say the strike of the car- 
nters will be the last one of any of the Chicago 
uilding trades. They will get what they ask 
for without resorting toa strike. The. constitu- 
tion adopted yesterday is like the one adopted by 
a similar council in New York. The name will 
be the same as that of the New York organiza- 
tion—the Amalgamated Building Trade Council 
of Chicago, or, it may be decided, of Cook 
County. In the constitution are articles like 
the following: 

“The objects of this council shall be to cen- 
tralize the united efforts and experience of tne 
various societies engaged inthe erection and 
alteration of buildings, that they may form one 
common council and with common interest to 

revent that which may be injurious, and cagry 
nto effect that which they may deem advan- 
8 to themselves and for the common good 
of all. 

All trade and labor societies represented in 
this council when desirous of making a demand 
for either an advance in wages or an abridg- 
ment of the hours of labor shall through their 


delegates report the same to this council prior to* 


the demand being made, when, f concurred in 


by a two-thirds vote of all societies present at 


any stated meeting, the action shall be binding. 
This section shall not prevent any society from 
acting on its own responsibility. 

„On demand of a union represented a general 
strike shall be ordered to reinstate a mem- 
ber or members who have struck and are 
refused wage Og on that job that was struck.

MORE TRAPS FOR BAYARD. 


CLEVELAND’S SECRETARY AGAIN IN 
AN EMBARRASSING POSITION. 


The Complications Arising from the Seize 
ure of British Vessels in Behring’s Sea 
—Inconsistencies with the Position As- 
sumed in the Controversy Over the Can. 
adian Fisheries—Efforts of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture to Stamp Out 
Pleuro-Pneumonia. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—[{Special.]—It is 
whispered that the ‘British Foreign Office has 
again put Secretary Bayard in an embarrassing 
position.

Robert J. Cook on the Science of Rowing. 
Robert J. Cook, the famous Yale coach, speak- 
ing of recent utterances of Prof. Trowbridge of 
Columbia College regarding the excessive strain 
of a four-mile race, says: “The present system 
of rowing and of training is as different as possi- 
ble from that of fifteen years ago. In those days 
we were worked hard, and fed low, and kept hun- 
gry, thirsty, feverish, and nervous all the time, 
unable to sleep.

A PERSIAN DOCTOR. 


What a Subject of the Shah Endures When 
III. 

A physician who has lived in Persia some time 
gives the Si. James Gazette this account of the 
ways of a native doctor: When sent for toa 
patient’s house, he would regulate‘ his visit en- 
tirely by the wealth and position of his patient. 
He would lock at the tongue and feel the pulses 


With praiseworthy ingenuity he would elude any 
attempt to obtain a direct opinion, and then he 
would write a prescription, the ingredients many 
or few as the patient was rich or poor. Usually, if 
called in to & great personage, he would ey 
pills which were supposed to be made with pu 
verized gems, or he would declare that the drugs 
of which the prescription was to be compounded 
could only be obtained perfectly pure from a 
— apothecary with whom he had an un- 
tanding. Next he would proceed to prescribe 
the diet of the patient with great exactitude, de- 
nouncing some particular kind of food as special- 
ly hurtful. If possessed of a neem he 
would make great play with it, gravel lyi yng 
it to various portions of the patient's y,@ 
after obtaining a profound silence, would proceed 
w listes at the wrong end of the instrument. 
As long as the patient or the patient's 
friends were satisfied with the treat- 
ment, the practitioner would continue his 
visits. Any and every remedy suggested 
by the bystanders—and in the Persian sick-room 
thé bystanders are always many, and quiet at a 
Persian patient's bedside is unknown—would be 
tried. But, as a rule, the Persian doctor's reme- 
dies are inert, or at least harmless, save by their 
bulk; for in Persia physic is often givenin quart 
doses and at frequent intervals. en the na- 
tive doctor looked upon the case as hopeless he 
usually made some excuse to avoid further at- 
tendance; firstly, because in case of death there 
is no fee; ‘secondly, because he who is lastin at- |

The Murderers of Lyman S. Weeks Thought 
to Have Been Run Down. 

New YORK, April 10.—(Special.j—Two petty 
thieves, John Greenwall and Charles Miller, have 
been confined in separate cells at police head- 
quarters since last Tuesday night, carefully 
watched and guarded, They were arrested, in 
the first instance, for robbing the house of Ed- 
ward F. C. Young, the President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Jersey City, at No. & Glenwood 
avenue in that city. ile they were being held, 
awaiting the demand of the authorities of New 
Jersey, the r criminal authorities were 
weaving a web of circumstantial evidence about 
the men that will in all human probability bring 
them to the gallows. Thecrime with which they 
are charged is the murder of Lyman S. Weeks, 
who, early in the morning of March 16, 
was shot and almost instantly killed by 
a burglar whom he found in his house 
at No. 1071 De Kalb 1 Brooklyn. He was 
awakened late at night by some noise in the 
basement. and went down stairs to ascertain the 
cause. His frightened family, after waiting a 
long time, crept down stairs and found Mr. 
Weeks dying. The murderer had gone. The 
evidence in the hands of the authorities is entire- 
ly circumstantial, as no one but Mr. Weeks saw 
the murderer, but it is in a great measure cor- 
roborated by conversations between the princi- 
pal actor in the crime and two of his associates, 
who, however, were not concerned in the mur- 
der. Two of Greenwall’s associa also under 
arrest for the Jersey City robbe rst told In- 
specfor Byrnes thatGreenwall had said he killed 
Week ks, and subsequently both Greenwall and 
Miller were identified as having been seen in 
front of Weeks’ house the night of the murder.

OLD “TULE DAD.” 


Death of a Pioneer Who Thought It Was 
No Sin to Kill Indians. 

Old “ Tule Dad,“ a remarkable old mount- 
ain may who early made a name among the 
hunters and Indian fighters of the Sierras, 
crossed over to the golden shore about tén 
days ago at Jess Valley, Modoc County, Cal- 
ifornia. He had reached the great age of 103 
years, and died at last with mind unimpaired 
and vigorous as when he had but just passed 
his half-century mark. “Tule Dad was 
born somewhere in Missouri at the time St. 
Louis was the headquarters of several big 
fur-trading companies. It was by enlistin 
as a hunter with one of these that he foun 
his way through the Rockies and eventually 
across the Sierras into California. 

“Tule Dad” is remembered by a number 
of old Californians who are now on the Com- 
stock. They looked upon him as being a 
wonderful old man in the “days of forty- 
nine,” when gold was first discovered. He 
was a man who preferred hunting and In- 
dian-fighting to gold digging. 

A story is told of him which will bear re- 
peating. In the early days some men who 
were camped on the barks of the Sacra- 
mento River. above Marysville, the Pourth of 
July, concluded to celebrate the day. They 
began firing guns and pistols, and for an 
hotr or two kept up a lively fusillade. 

Presently their attention was attracted to 
half a dozen black objects bobbing up and 
down on the waters of the river. As these 
objects drew nearer they were seen to be 
men swimming across the stream with their 
clothing and guns on their heads. As soon 
as the swimmers got within hearing distance 
of the party on the shore the leader of them 
sang out: ‘'.\Whar’s the war?”

What will Endi- 
cott bring to Cleveland!—a few blue-blood 
mugwumps, while Garland has no great fol- 
lowing. ar and Vilas, perhaps, are his 
strongest men, outside of Whitney.

_one could do that; but outside of it every one 
knows that ‘Bayard has beena disappoint- 
ment to those who looked up to him, and they 
are troubled now for fear an accident may 
ut him in the Presidential chair. Cleveland 
imself has got o work, and the strongest 
ally he hasis his charming wife. She will 
bring him a bigger following than his whole 
Cabinet put together. It is on this account 
that a Western trip is planned for this sum- 
mer. The ple cannot help -but enthuse 
over Mrs. Cleveland, and just now Cleveland 
wants to wake upthe West to the knowledge 
that he is President, for he has so completely 
overlooked the great region beyond the 
Mississippi that they are beginning to forget 
him. It seems altogether likely that an 
extra session will be called early in October. 


All the leaders are beginning to recognize this 


as a necessity. Cleveland sees it in this light. 
A crude set of Democratic members are go- 
ing totake their seats for the first time.

a 5 - Suppose a dozen land schemes in the South 


do collapse, or the real-estate speculation in 
California results in loss to many people, or 
some of the railroad enterprises prove to be 


all wind. The money that goes into such 


ventures will be wasted and individuals will 
suffer, but the country at large has not 
enough of a stake in them to be hurt. These 
things are scattered all over our territory, a 
little here and a little there, and in this fact 
is our safety.

There was a good deal of activity on the 
New York-Stock Exchange some days last 
week, and the market was generally very 
strong.

They admit that the con- 
dition of the country is on the side of the 
bulls, but point to the probability of smaller 
railroad earnings for a time now that the 
Inter-State law is in operation. There are 
few aggressive bears. One menace to the 
list is the condition of the money market. 
The surplus reserve of the New York banks 
is still running down and rates for call loans 
are high. It will be surprising if a squeeze is 
not engineered before midsummer. 
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THE MARGIN OF PROFITS. 

Edward Atkinson has contributed to the 
April number of the Century a timely article 
on the margin of profits obtained by the em- 
ployer of labor in manufacturing operations. 
He characterizes as a very common error in 
the use of the census data the deducting of 
the sum of wages and cost of material from 
the value of the manufactured product, and 
then assuming that the remainder consti- 
tutes the profit accruing to the capitalist or 
employer. But even this is a mild érror 
when compared with that made by certain 
Socialistic writers and speakers in this city 
previous to the haymarket murdersof May 
last. The leaders in the movement which led 
up to that massacre sought to fire the 
popular heart by the absurd statement that 
all beyond the cost of labor in any particular 
department was clear profit. They did not 
even make any allowance for the cost of ma- 
terial, though a large part thereof had arisen 
out of the necessity of paying wages to labor 
employed in preparing that material and 
transporting it to the place where the ulti- 
mate worker could use it. The result of this 
glaring omission was the preposterous state- 
ment that of the selling value of the manu- 
factured products of this city only one-sixth 
was secured by the worker, ana the other 
five-sixths went into the pockets of the em- 
ployer and capitalist. 

Mr. Atkinson takes as his type the Eastern 
cotton factory. It requires, for the making 
of medium goods, the outlay of just about 
$1,000 for buildings, machinery, and stock 
for each $1,000 worth of annual product. The 
material and other elements of cost amount 
to $600, the wages to $300, and the remaining 
$100 was the average profit on the operations 
of the census year 1880. That is 10 cent 
on the capital, which must be again diviaed 
into 6 per cent of actual profit and 4 per cent 


nance of capital in an effective condition. In 
such a case capital would secure $60 of net 
income and labor would secure $300 in the 
shape of or fiveto one. And this is 
an extreme In most branches of man- 
ufacturing industry the ratio of capital to 
the value of the product per year is only as 
one to two, which at the same rate as before 
would give to material and labor $1,900 to 
each $60 of net profit. In most cases labor 
secures nine or ten parts to dne part that 
goes to the fund of capital, and even then it 
should be remembered that a large propor- 
tion of that one part is paid out for other la- 
bor which ministers to the personal comfort 
of the employer and his family. 

The items of taxes and insurance, with the 

cost of supervision of the processes of manu- 
facture and disposing of the goods, have to 
be taken into the account in determining for 
how much the property can be sold. They 
may fairly be charged under the head of the 
cost of material; but however they be count- 
ed the fact remains that they, are an element 
of the business that cannot be evaded or ig- 
nored. Then the price of the manufactured 
product is determined in the open market, 
except in the case of goods which are pro- 
tected by patent. Outside of that exception 
the competition among manufacturers is close 
enough to keep down the margin of profit at 
very nearly the limit above named, and when- 
ever an increased demand enables the seller 
to exact what will allow him much more than 
that there is sure to be a speedy influx of 
other capital owned by parties who have dis- 
covered that the business is paying unusual- 
ly well.” This fact is so evident that itisa 
wonder how any one can lose sight of it in 
assuming to discuss the relations between 
capital and labor. Itis probably true that 
this assumed net profit of 6 per cent was ob- 
tained in the East during the busy times of 
1880, and a little more than that in the West. 
But it is undeniable that since then the tend- 
ency has been to a reduction of the net 
profit below that figure, owing to an increased 
competition between the sellers of manufact- 
ured goods. who were obliged to accept smail- 
er margins or see the business done by 
others. It may well be doubted that more 
than this 6 per cent of net profit has been se- 
cured, on the average, during the augmented 
demand of the last few months. Most peo- 
ple who are not conversant with the facts 
would be very much astonished at discovering 
how very small a share of the proceeds of 
sale now suffices for the compensation of 
capital. And this shar®, small though it now 
be, is constantly diminishing in its ratio to 
the selling value of the product as capital 
becomes more and more effective. For this 
reason the advocates of codperative manu- 
facturing, profit sharing, and other expe- 
dients for improving the condition of those 
who work Yor wages may perhaps find ere 
long that the risk to the worker in such un- 
dertakings will far outweigh the probable gain 
tohim. In almost all branches of industry 
the margin of profit is already so small that 
the workinan could not afford to run any risk 
in order to share it, and that margin is con- 
tinually shrinking to still smaller dimensions, 
though the process of shrinkage is somewhat 
irregular owing to the ever varying relations 
of supply to demand. Mr. Atkinson says: 
“A careful analysis of each and every im- 
portant ‘branch of industry for fifty years 
(past) will prove that capital has secured a 
— share, While labor has secured an 
in share of @ constantly increasing 
product. * Hence, all restrictions upon 
the free use of capital in reputable occupa- 
tions are bad for the owners they are very 
much worse for the workmen.” 

These considerations may well be com- 
mended to the attention of the labor agita- 
tors, especially of those in this country. 
They need but to scan the history of their 
own lifetimes to discover a continuoys im- 
provement in the condition of the wage- 
worker, and reading further back they can 
find the best of reasons for believing that 
he was never 80 well off as now. There 
was never before so high a general rate of 
wages earned by so small a number of hours’ 
work per day, never before so large a pur- 
chasing power possessed by the earned dol- 
jar, and at no other period bas the working- 
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joint product of labor and capital, or its 
equivalent, either in money or goods. 


‘MALIGNING CHICAGO DEMOCRATS. 

The Kansas City Times denounces the Dem-

This is sheer insensate rot. The Repub- 
licans of Chicago are not claiming any 
partisan victory over the Democracy, but 
unite with their Democratic fellow-citizens 
in rejoicing over joint success in stamp- 
ing out Socialism and saving the miunicipal- 
ity from its Anarchistic enemies. The re- 
sult of last Tuesday is not related to and 
does not bear on National politics. The issue 
was purely municipal—one in which every 
honest citizen, whether Democrat or Repub- 
lican, had precisely the same interest. The 
temporary disappearance of party lines has 
nd other significance than as showing the 
disposition of the better classes of the com- 
munity to unite in repelling a danger that 
menaced all, and which could be effectually 
met in no other way. 

What were the Chicago Democrats to do 
when their official chief had determined to 
betray the organization to the Socialists, and 
the party machinery was in the hands of his 
creatures! Tens of thousands of Democrats 
would not, under any circumstances, have 
consented to the fusion of the Democracy 
with the Socialists, and noone knew better 
than Harrison that his program would lead 
only to defeat. On the other hand a straight 
Democratic candidate would have been left 
third in. the race. Republican success was 
assured, Democratic defeat certain, and the 
only question before reputable Democrats 
was whether they should fare with the Re- 
publicans or fare with the Socialists. It is 
to the honor of the better class of Chicago 
Democrats that they did not hesitate in this 
emergency. Rather than give indirect aid 
and encouragement to the Socialstic organ- 
ization, and make it a menace to the pros- 
perity, security, and peace of the city, 
patriotic Democrats united with the Repub- 
licans to bury the red flag. 

Even in a mere partisan sense the Chicago 
Democrats have lost nothing. They can take 
up their party organization again stronger, if 
anything, than they were before—stronger, 
certainty, than the Democrats are in Cincin- 
nati and other cities where they fused with an 
illegitimate third party only to promote their 
own demoralization. The patriotic action of 
the Democrats of this city has challenged the 
admiration of the country, called forth the 
good will of all classes in the community 
whose good opinion is worth having, and has 
left the Democracy of Chicago in better heart, 
spirit, and repute than the organization has 
enjoyed for many a day. Chicago Republic- 
ans are jubilant, but they are not in any 
sense rejoicing overa defeat of the Demo- 
crats, for in this community the result is not 
regarded in that light. 


STRIKE OF THE CHICAGO CARPENTERS. 

The strike of the carpenters of Chicago 
has reached a crisis. If work is not resumed 
this morning the bosses will advertise for 
outsiders, and in a few days the city will 
fairly swarm with carpenters from all the 
country round. 

If for any reason, no matter what, Chicago 
should be deprived of every carpenter with 
his tools now within its limits it would 
not take more than twenty-four hours to 
supply the demand. City wages are so much 
higher than country wages that mechanics 
of any kind wonld be delighted at a chance 
to come here if only assured a steady job. 
Do the Chicago carpenters want the influx 
which will certainly follow their continued 
refusal to resume work today? They have 
no time to lose in making up their minds, 

For a week now the building trades have 
all been in a state of suspense and one branch 
at a standstill. These trades are a unity, and 
one cannot be idie without lessening that 
much the industry of all the others. The 
mason, the vainter, the plumber, and the 
like may not be hindered in their work at the 
same time, but ultimately all must share the 
burden. If the strike of the carpenters ends 
now it will not involve any serious evils. The 
spring opened rather earlier than usual and 
a full season can be put in. But anything 
like a general and protracted arrest of build- 
ing would be a calamity to many thousands 
of laporers not directly concerned, and a still 
graver matter for the strikers themselves. 

The industrial disturbances of last spring 
cost the wage-workers of Chicago alone 
millions of dollars. Last spring opened 
auspiciously, but the demon of discord and 
anarchy entered into so many workingmen 
that the scason, as a whole, hada narrow 
escape from widespread and deep-reaching 
disaster. Industrial Chicago cannot afford 
to have arepetition of 1886, even with an- 
archy and bloodshed left out. A series of 
strikes, especially in the building line, would 
be alike unfortunate for enterprise and labor. 
There are over 100,000 industrial employés in 
Chicago, without counting any of those en- 
gaged in building, and not one of them all 
but would bea loser dy the continuance of 
this carpenter strike. : 


Tue citizens of Chicago should remember 
that, with the exception of Prendergast, every 
Judge on the bench in this county wished and 
was anxious for the success of law and order 
over anarchy.

Bitterness Engendered by the Ecclesiastical 
Bill—The Situation in Alsace-Lorraine. 

BERLIN, April 9.—[New York Tribune Cable.] 
—The Ecclesiastical bill has been fixed as the 
order of the day in the Unterhaus for April 20. 
At the recent short conference the National Lib- 
eral leaders were disposed to dissent to the bill, 
after stating in the course of their debate that 
their acceptance would be conditional on no fur- 
ther concessions being made.. During the vaca- 
tion the controversy has become most bitter. 
The unceasing hostile language of the Catholic 
press has caused a revulsion in the pacific 
mood of the National Liberal and Conser- 
vative papers. Instead of now discussing the 
acceptance of the measure as passed by the 
Oberhaus, the National Liberals are disposed to 
reject the bill unless all of Bishop Kopp's 
amendments are stricken out. In deference to 
Prince Bismarck ny | will consent to the adop- 
tion of the original bill, but will not goa step

ducing a matter of a disturbing and foreign char- 
acter to the order. Gloy was asked to — 
but declined.

* Ay meeting of the seventeen turn-vereins 
in this district, which was the meeting of yes-

The hall was tastefully decorated. Seventy- 
seven delegates were present. After the — 
ceedings had commenced, it was at once evident 
thatthe Reds had packed the house, and but for 
the firmness of the Chairman the business would 
have come to a — conclusion.

HOLIDAY WEEK IN STOCKS. 


THE MARKET, HOWEVER, HAS BEEN 
REASONABLY ACTIVE. 


The Extensive Realizing of the Past Causes 
a Lull in the Bull Movement—Indica- 
tions Still Point to an Upward Movement 
Fears of a Squeeze in the Money Mar- 
ket Still Make Buyers Wary—Effect of 
the Inter-State C issioners’ Action. 

New York, April 9.—[Special.}—The Times 
financial article says: In view of the holi- 
day here and the holidays in London the 
market has been fairly active through the 
week. The bull movement seems to have 
passed, but no signs of a recession appear. 

The pause may be reasonably assumed to be 

a wait to get fresh breath after the extensive 

realizing referred to in last week’s article. It 

was there said we should have to wait a little 


and see how the market would act while ab- 


sorbing the large ipts of stocks sold. It 
seems to be acting very well. Higher prices 
within the next thirty or forty days are con- 
fidently predicted by operators whose opin- 
ions on speculation are entitled to weight; 
and those who are carrying ‘lines of stocks, 
and would be quick to sell if they saw 
danger ahead, give no sign of changing 
their position. Some irregularity in the 
movement of the general list results from 
the realizing of pools and cliques in special 
stocks, but while some of these drag others 
are taken up and move ahead, if not rapidly, 
at least enough to give confidence in the con- 
tinued strength of the market. The activity 
of money naturally retards the rise of prices, 
because there is always the fear that a 
squeeze may develop at unexpected times. A 
spasm of this sort came Thursday, when 
money ran up to 20 per cent. It was of brief 
duration, but it indicated what may be looked 
for now when the banks are so low in their 
reserves. Lesterday's bank statement 
showed that the banks had been loaning 
freely, for the loans were expanded over 
$5,000,000. They must have obtained 
the funds for this large expansion main- 
ly through extensive disbursements 
of the Treasury, for money has not yet be- 
gun to flow back appreciably from the in- 


terior, and unless the banks had drawn from 
some other source the surplus reserve would 
have entirely disappeared. As it was, it 
showed only the nominal decrease of $264,000, 
and is now about $4,000,000. Bankers must 
have felt confident, however, that the return 
flow to this centre from the interior is be- 
inning, or they would not have lent so 
gely; and it was noted that at Chicago 
yesterday exchange on New York was par, 
mstead of 75 cents discount, as it had been a 
week before. 

A favorable influence on the stock market 
was exerted by the action of the railroad 
Commissioners in suspending for a period the 
operation of the long and short haul clause 
for che roads in the Southern Railroad Asso- 
ciation, because it was argued that if suspen- 
sion had been granted to one group of roads 
it would have to be granted to others which 
could present equally good grounds for it. As 
every one knows, this section of the statute 
was the one which threatened most trouble. 
Some criticism has been made on the action 
of the commission, it being said that the 
statute required such suspension to be made 
after examination, whereas the suspension 
had been granted pending examination. To 
this it is reph that the Commissioners 

e their order after argument by the re 
resentatives of the roade and after consid- 
eration of the papers presented, which con- 
stituted tte examination required by law. 

The statute is declared by impartial men 
whose judgment on such a matter is worthy 
of consideration to be as g a piece 
of legislation as could be -framed on 
a subject upon which Congress was 
legisiating for the first’ time. The 
action of the Commissioners certainly has 
the approval of the conservative element in 
Wall street, who see in it an indication that 
these gentlemen will proceed in a careful 
spirit in the performance of the very onerous 
duties im on them.
